Claims 1-9 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 2, 5-7, 
10-13 and 15 of U.S. Patent No. 6,477,804 (Weder et al.) in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,341,446 (Weder et al.). 

Applicants submit herewith a terminal disclaimer over U.S. 6,477,804, 
thereby mooting the rejection.
